Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding the final 
rejection as being improper is not persuasive. Under present practice, second or any subsequent actions on the merits shall be final, 
except where the examiner introduces a new ground of rejection that is neither necessitated by applicant's amendment of the claims nor 
based on information submitted in an information disclosure statement filed during the period set forth in 37 CFR 1.97(c) with the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(p). In the instant case, applicant's filed amendment necessitated a new ground of rejections, and thus it is deemed 
as a proper final rejection. See MPEP § 706.07(a). 

The proposed filed amendment does not place the application in condition for allowance. The duplication of the electric arcs would 
reduce the temperature differential in the wall sections of the crucible because two arcs instead of one would heat a greater wall section 
of the crucible. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the Sato references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1 392, 1 70 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1 971 ). 

Additionally, the proposed new claims appear to be obviated as noted by the pending rejections.
